Officer Weighs 240 Pounds and His

“English Planters Attempt to Build a Rall- | 

road and Their Negro Workmen Are 

Attacked by the Native Caribs—A Total 

of 900 Said to Have Been Killed and 

as Many More Wounded=—Caribs Tear 

Up Every Foot of the Railroad=—Eng 

to Demand Satisfaction of China. 
New York, Aug. 14.—[Special,]—One of 
the bloodiest battles that has beea fought in 
(British) Honduras in many a day, says a 
letter trom Balize just received in Trenton, 
N. J., occurred Aug. 8 at Straun Creek and 
Mullins River, about thirty miles south of 
Balize.. ‘The district there is settled by up- 
ward of 20,000 Caribe, whose reservations 
or plantations embrace most of the ground 
under cultivation, The remainder is occv- 
pied principally by English planters, who 
have in their service 4,000 Jamaica negroes. 

A tew months ago a number of English 
planters, whose plantations are located seven 
miles frouf the coast, applied to the Colonial 
Levisiature at Belize for permission to con- 
struct railroads from their plantations through 
the Carib reservations to the coast, _Permis- 
sion.was granted and the Surveyor-General 
was authorized to survey the routes. 

The rails for the railroads arrived from 
England three or four weeks ago. As soon as 
the Caribs found it out a number of them 
went to the English planters and warned them 
not to put them down upon their reservations 
if they desired to avoid serious trouble, The 
English planters laughed and the-work went 
on and the English were beginning to 
think the Caribe meant nothing by 
their threats. Late in the afternoon of 
Aug. 3 the Caribs in large numbers, armed 
with machetes, advanced upon the negroes at 
work on the railroads and ordered them to 
take up the rails. The ‘negroes refufed, and 
threatened to attack thé Caribs unless they

ARE 3 FOR TWO CHICAGOANS. 


Embassy at Berlin Wants to Be Sure They 
Got Fines Refunded. -— 


Washington. D. C., Aug. 14.—The State 
Department has received a dispatch from 
Secretary of Legation Jackson at Berlin giv- 
ing a statement concerning the arrest of two 
American citizens, Fred and Ferdinand Kort. 
These men were born in Germany, and in 
1888 came to the United States, being then 
17 and 15 years old respectively.

Havana, Aug. 14.—Inéurgents to the 
number of 400 have attacked Port Ram- 
blazo, which is under construction on the 
railway to Puerto Principe. A garrison, 
consisting’ of one sergeant, one corporal, 
and seventeen guerrillas, mage a heroic de- 
fense until Capt. Mercado, with forty-five in- 
fantry and twenty guerrillas, arrived to re- 
lieve them. He forced the insurgents to re- 
tire, leaving behind them two dead and their 
firearms and machetes. The troops lost four 
dead and twelve wounded, 

Gen. Martinez de Campos reviewed the 
municipal colored firemen today, and the 
latter immediately afterwards left for the 
front.

ARTIST THOMAS HOVENDEN Is KILLED. 


In Trying to Save a Child the Painter 
Loses His Own Life. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 
Thomas Hovenden, the famous artist of this 
city, was struck and instantly killed early 
this evening by a freight train just outside of 
Philadeiphia.. He died like a hero in at- 
tempting to save the life of 10-year-old 
Bessie Peifer, but both were killed. 

Mr. Hovenden has a country seat in 
Plymouth and Was retpruing from this city 
ina trolley car. At the grade crossing over 
the Pennsylvania railroad tracks the passen- 
gers alighted to cross and take the car on the 
other side of the tracks. 

Bessie Peifer and her mother were among 
the passengers and the little girls ran ahead 
onto the tracks without noticing the approach 


of the fast freight: “She became confused ‘at | 


the shriek of the whistle and Hovenden, see- 
ing her danger, sprang to save her. 

He caught her in. his arms, but before he 
could make the leap that would have saved 
them both the engine struck him. Hovenden 
was instantly killed and the little girl died be- 
fore she could be picked up. 

[Thomas Hovenden was 59 years of age and

It was found that the bullet had passed 
hrough Mrs. Burr’s neck from side to side. 
he windpipe was severed and her condi- 
tion was extremely critical, the physician 
said, as there was internal hemorrhage. 
She was taken to St. Elizabeth’s Hospital. 
Mrs. Nichols was wounded in the right 
hand. Her wound was not serious. Sweet 
was instantly killed. His body was taken 
to Mitchell’s undertaking establishment, 
No. 1223 Müwaukee avenue.

It Restrains Bets on en and Gaming of 

Judge Gibbons’ order is as follws: 

Let injunction issue as prayed, restraining de- 
fendant, its officers, agents, or employés fren the 
laying of bets on horseraces or the making of 
books thereon, whether such races are run on its 
premises or elsewhere, from renting or leasing 
any part of its premises to be used for bookmak- 
ing or gaming of any kind; frém permitting, li- 
censing, or allowing any person or persons to make 
books or receive or lay wagers within any part 
of the grounds of the said Chicago Fair Grounds 
Association on horseraces, and from procuring, 
permitting, or suffering persons to come together 
within its said premises for the purpose of play- 
ing at games or sport for money or other valuable 
thing. JOHN GIBBONS, Judge. 

The bill filed yesterday in its terms is 
allied to the previous bill filed against the 
Chicago Racing Association June 14.

Political jealousies and personal antag- 
onisms stand in the way. The two factions 
suspect each other of trying to get an unfair 
advantage or to make political capital at 


disinclination to investigate is politics and 
nothing else. The County Building appears 
to be cursed with politics and petty partisan 
plots.. So long as these partisan quarrels 
concern only the Commissioners personally 
no one particularily cares; but in this case 
they concern the administration of the most 
important institution in Cook County and 
one in which the people are vitally inter- 
ested. The latter know and care nothing 
about Commissioners’ jealousies and fac- 
tional fights. All that they know is that a 
patient at this‘asylum has been murdered by 
two brutal attendants who owe their posi- 
tions to Commissioners. They know that 
there are suspicions of other brutalities if not 
of other deaths from violence, and that the 
air is full of reports of corruption, brutal- 
ity, and maladministration. Knowing these 
things the people want an investigation, 
and the County Commissioners should make 
that investigation. 

In this emergency and apparently to es- 
cape responsibility President Healy says he 
has asked for a special grand jury. This will 
involve more delay. The Assistant State’s- 
Attorney naturally does not like to act upon 
his own motion in a matter of such gravity. 
He has sent a telegram to the State’s-Attor- 
ney. Mr. Kern is hunting in the Shoshone 
country a hundred miles away from a tele- 
graph station, when he might be better em- 
ployed hunting in Cook County for the vio- 
lators of the laws of the State of Illinois. 
When the dispatch will reach him no one 
knows. When he will return is a matter of 
doubt. Meanwhile, with a do-nothing County 
Board and the State's-Attorney's office in an 
acephalous and disord condition, there is 
no immediate prospect of any investigation 
of the hell hole“ at Dunnisg. The only con- 
solation for the people is the knowledge that 
the two alleged murderers are in jail and 
will be tried some time for their offense and 
will be punished if the charge is sustained, 
unless they have a political pull strong 
enough to save them. The people meanwhile 
are being treated shabbily by Mr. President 
Healy and his followers in the County Board. 


DENVER AND ITS ALDERMEN. 
Chicago has nothing against the Denver 
Aldermen and would be properly shocked 
and grieved if the angry people Should carry 
out the threat to lynch them. But it would 
rejoice, too, in secret, for a precedent would. 
Council might then be 


ese Si. 
more tractable. 


It is not likely, however, that the Denvix’ 
traitors will have to pay so great a penalty 
for their crime against the city. The Board 
of Aldermen in every municipality is a col- 
lection of composite pictures of the voters, 
and if Denver were honest enough to be 
truly influenced by the Aldermen's action it 
would have no cause for fury, for the pres- 
ent Aldermen would not be in office. Their 
seats would be occupied by honest men, 
The scum that rises to the surface of a pond 
is no fouler than its source. It is only con- 
centrated. . 

The angry citizens who thronged the Coun- 
cil Chamber and yelled with vain rage while 
their representatives betrayed them either 
are part of a small minority of decency in 
Denver, or else they are as false to their 
trust as the Aldermen to theirs. If the 
former is the case they Have nothing to 
complain of, for the chief consideration of 
their citizenship is peaceable acquiescence 
in the will of the majority. If the latter is 
the case they deserve neither sympathy nor 
pity, for, being of the majority. they could 
have prevented election of thieves to the 
Council and could have elected honest men. 

It is too much to believe that even in Den- 
ver the greater part of the population is 
corrupt. It is more likely that it is, as in 
other cities not necessary to name, merely 
indolent and careless of its common inter- 
est and unduly absorbed in its private af 
fairs. Like the majority in other cities it is 
righteously desirous of public purity, but 
too busy to insure that purity by its votes. 

Meanwhile the fewer dishonest men, as in 


plunder, They have no object but self-inter- 
est. They are shrewd enough to see and to 
take advantage of the opportunities in pub- 
lic office. They have no other business 
than to obtain the positions that offer these 
opportunities. They are eager, watchful, 
energetic, unscrupulous. They know, what 
the honest men do not realize, that in the 
American system a majority rules—not a 
majority of men, but a majority of votes. 
They are enabled by the public indolence 
and the private absorption of the majority 
of men to secure and profit by a majority of 
votes. And Denver pays the price—the just 
price—of its own weakness. For, in such 
cases, Weakness is a crime, and crime never 
gves unpunished. 

Chicago knows how it is. 

THE BANNOCK MURDERS. 

It is possible at last to get at the true in- 
wardness of the so-called Bannock uprising 
in Wyoming. <A correspondent writing from 
Market ‘Lake says that the only Indians 
found by Gen. Coppinger were about seven 
miles trom that place. They consisted of 
five mon, five women, and stx children, who 
were out on a hunting and pleasure tour, 
therein imitating whites in Wyoming 
from other States who indulge in the same 
Kind of pleasuring, notwithstanding the 
game laws of the State. When informed by 
Col. Randall, in command af the detach- 
ment which found them, that the govern- 
ment desired them to return to their reserva+ 
tion they cheerfully consented, In Jack- 
son’s Hole no Indians were found at last 
accounts, says this correspondent, the set-

had disarmed their prisoners, was “nothing 
more nor less than murder.“ The Indian 
Department should order a rigid and thor- 
ough investigation of the whole wretched 
business, and then it should insist that if 
Indians who are allowed to hunt by their 
treaty are stopped by State laws, then 
whites who have no rights of any sort to 
kill elks out of season shall be stopped also. 
There should be no discrimination prac- 
ticed. What is law for Indians should be 
law for whites also. 


UNCOMPENSATED CONFISCATION. 


The advocates of free coinage at 16 to 1 
without waiting for the action of any other 
nation,” tell their followers that the slump 
to the 50-cent standard for money would 
greatly benefit all those who are in debt. 
They ask for support because the adoption 
of their pet “panacea” would enable all 
those whe had borrowed 100-cent dollars 
and all who had bought land on time on the 
100-cent dollar basis to scale down their in- 
debtedness one-half, paying only the same 
number of dollars“ they had contracted to 
pay, but paying in dollars having only halt 
the purchasing power of the dollars in which 
the debt was contracted. The free silver ex- 
tremists demand that an act of Congress 
shall be passed for the purpose of legalizing 
such a wholesale and disreputable violation 
of contracts. 

Rut these would-be repudiators never sug- 
gest any plan for indemnifying the citizens 
who would be robbed to a corresponding ex- 
tent by this nefarious scheme for making 
the debtors rich at the expense of their cred- 
itors. They say nothing of the losses that 
would be suffered by those whom it is pro- 
posed to cheat out of half their honest, 
equitable dues. On the contrary, they harp 
on the large sums owed to foreigners, and 
seem to take the position that it would be 
an act of right and justice to cheat them 
out of half what is due them, and they con- 
veniently omit all reference to the loss that 
would fall on many millions of American 
citizens who belong to the creditor class. 
They maintain a complete silence on the 
point that among those domestic creditors 
are a vast number of working men and wom- 
en whose savings have been deposited in the 
savings banks and loaned out to the debtors, 
whoare to be allowed to keep all they bought 
or borrowed and to have a clear title to it 
after paying half of what they agreed to 
pay. These silver extremists avoid all allu- 
sion to the self-evident fact that the amount 
available for the conduct of business and 
the payment of wages would similarly be 
cut down one-half by destroying 50 per cent 
of the money power at the command of busi- 
ness men and employers of labor. 

In the course of the recent debate Mr. 
Horr showed conclusively that the change 
proposed and advocated by Harvey would 
work vast injury to seventeen millions of 
people in the United States who work for 
wages, and that the injury would extend to 
all pensioners, savings and other bank de- 
positers, and the holders of insurance poli- 
cies, aggregating twelve millions of people, 
and to every person in the United States 
who has any money in his possession except 
gold coin. Harvey said not one word to dis- 
prove these statements. He was as mute 
as the grave on these important points, for 


virtually amount to “ a throwing of his case 
out of court,’’ and he could not deny it. So 
of course Harvey could not be induced to 
suggest any plan for making good the sev- 
eral billions of dollars of loss which would 
fall on the many millions of American citi- 
zens in consequence of cutting down the 
‘present standard of value of the dollar one- 
half, which he practically admitted would 
benefit no one except the silver mine owners 
and the debtors. It was a pitiable position 
for Harvey to occupy, one of which any 
honest man would be thoroughly ashamed, 
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WHISKY TRUST ASSETS SOLD. 

Judge Woods having refused to reopen the 
whisky HMtigation, the sale of the property 
was proceeded with yesterday morning. At 
10 o'clock the auctioneer, a number of at- 
tachés of the United States Marshal’s office, 
and several others were present at the Court- 
House in this city. The reading of the cer- 
tificate of publication of the sale and 
of the technical description of the 
property to be sold occupied consider- 
able time and then a call was made 
» for bids, Only one was submitted, that 
of the Reorganization committee, which 
was for $0,800,000, and under the law this 
will be accepted as the price to be paid for 
the seventeen distillery plants named on the 
list. é 

The opposition to the proceeding cannot 
but be regarded as a vexatious one. Green- 
hut and the other members of his clique, 
which had worked for the “rule or ruin” of 
the concern, had voluntarily confessed in 
court that they were unable to conduct the 
business if required to meet its pecuniary 
obligations without stay and had asked that 
the concern be put into the hands of receiv- 
ers. There can be no doubt that they had 
calculated on having the power to control 
formally put into their own hands, but in 
this important particular they were disap- 
pointed. The faets in the case, which they 
had striven to conceal, came out before it 
was too late and the conspirators suddenly 
found themselves on the outside instead of 


their fellow-stockholders and the speculat- 
ing part of the general public for several 


| years previously, besides monopolizing the 


sale of spirits and dictating to the trade the 
way in which its members should act. Being 
ousted, they tried to assume the virtuous 
attitude, and, pushing to the front a couple 
of persons who so far as this proceeding is 
concerned may be described as men of 
straw,” they had the hardihood to plead over 
the shoulders of these persons that the pro- 
posed reorganization would be highly ob- 
jectionable because it would amount to 
nothing more than a rehabilitation of the old 
trust. The court did not recognize this plea 
as a valid one and virtually accepted the bid 
of the Reorganization committee provided 
no higher price were offered. The refusal

HARLEM GAMBLING SUPPRESSED. 

The officers of the Civic Federation were 
unwilling to say Tuesday what they pro- 
posed to do about the gambling at the Har- 
lem race track near this city, but they have 
taken prompt action. Yesterday their at- 
torney secured an injunction from Judge 
Gibbons to restrain the association from 
permitting the use of any part of its in- 
closure for betting purposes. The proceed- 
ings are similar to those brought against 
the Hawthorne track, and will render it ab- 
solutely impossible for the Harlem race 
track fellows longer to defy the law. It 18 
stated that an effort will be made to de- 
prive them of their charter, and Attorney- 
General Moloney has been invited to take 
part in the action necessary thereto, 

The injunction covers the fraudulent de- 
vice by which the bookmaking gamblers 
sought to evade the terms of the ldw under 
which there must be no bookmaking in con- 
nection with racing in this State. It re- 
strains the defendants from permitting bet- 
ting upon horse races or upon any device 
as a substitute; from allowing bookmaking 
or the transfer or delivery from hand to 
hand or otherwise of any paper or thing 
with mark or number thereon which is used 
or might be used in the conduct of bookmak- 
ing, betting, wagering, or gambling; from 
permitting any person or persons to circu- 
late among their patrons so as to exhibit 
cards showing odds or rates at which book- 
makers will lay bets or wagers upon the re- 
sults of horse races; from permitting with- 
in their inclosure loud noises or offensive 
conduct; from permitting or allowing pool 
tables or other apparatus to be used in or 
around their premises which may or could 
be used for gambling; and also from permit- 
ting horse racing on the premises unless 
it be conducted in an orderly and lawful 
manner so as not to disturb the peace and 
quiet of the neighborhood. 

This ‘Injunction should be sufficient to 
put an end to the nuisance at Harlem, not 
only as to betting and bookmaking but as 
to the subterfuge ‘‘ make-believe "racing 
that has been practiced there for a week 
past. There is no-law to prohibit horse- 
racing, but it is well known that the kind 
of racing indulged in at Harlem has been 
nothing more than a thin excuse for the 
making and taking of bets and would not 
pay without that betting adjunct. There 
will be no sufficient motive for putting a 
lot of other races on the program when 
the betting is cut off, and the persons who 
have bossed the raeing at Harlem prac- 
tically admit this much, though claiming 
that no money Nas been made by them 
since the place was opened a few days ago. 

The Civie Federation has acted nobly in 
the interests of the law-abiding people of 
this city and county, all the more so as 
the gamblers probably spoke within bounds 
in stating that the ‘treasury of the federa- 
tion was short of though evidently 
at fault in the deduction that this would 
prove a bar to interference with the gam- 
bling nuisance that is alleged to have been 
winked at by some prominent residents of 
Harlem who counted on a share of the 
spoils The officers of the federation 
judged correctly that their hands will be 
sustained by the law-abiding element in 
the community, and there need be no doubt 
that they will be adequately supported in 
all their efforts in behalf of cleanliness and 
other forms of decency in and around Chi- 
cago. It may bea pity that they have thus 
to take the bull by the horns in the absence 
of sufficiently prompt and energetic action 
by officials who are paid to see to it that 
the laws are observed. Yet it may be hoped 
that their action not only will do good in 
the immediate present, but be the means of 
shaming regularly-constituted officials into 
doing their duty. ! 


WASHINGTON AS A CONVENTION CITY. 

The coolest thing in Washington is the 
suggestion of the esteemed Times of that 
town that one or both of the national con- 
ventions next year be held in the national 
capital. The next thing we know Beelzebub 
will be inviting the conventions to meet in 
Hades, setting forth the advantages of hig 
residence in the way of sleeping accommo- 
dations and offering to supply redhots at re- 
duced prices. 

On the whole, most delegates would prefer 
Hades. It has every qualification upon 
which the Times bases its claim for Wash- 
ington. It is strictly neutral. Its inhabit- 


| ants have no votes and therefore would not 


attempt to influence the convention's delib- 
erations. It has never had a convention. 
Its “atmosphere will not be made blue by 
the shouts of the silver kings“ nor orange 
yellow by the magic manipulations of the 
gold bugs.” Delegates to conventions in 
Chicago and Minneapolis and other cities 
‘usually extend their itinerary” thither. It 
is no hotter than Washington, where the 
thermometer Tuesday registered 178 degrees 
above zero.

They are unambitious, non-progress- 
ive, and stupid, content with their conditiofi, 
and the willing tools of the politicians who 
secure their confidence.“ There is no ques- 
tion that these worthless Democrats ought 
to be disfranchised, But there is this differ- 
ence in the case of the illiterate blacks. 
Should they be disfranchised they have am- 
bition enough to learn to read and write and 
thus qualify themselves for suffrage.

In another case a smart- 
ly cut short-basqued blue serge coat had very 
wide square revers of fawn, edged round 
with white, two big fawn-covered buttons 
decorating the coat near the waist, just be- 
neath the bottom edge of the revers; a white 
stiff shist was to be worn with it, as a rule; 
but a full vest of fawn silk was also supplied. 

A cream-colored serge coat had the bot- 
tom of the basque bound round with pale 
blue, which also was continued up to the 
throat and round the deep sailor collar; the 
costume was further finished by a vest of 
white flannel, arranged in a box plait at 
front, this being piped at either side with 
blue, as was the high collar of the vest. In 
another rather original dress the blue serge 
bodice, close fitting to the figure, the vest 
being on the same lining, was drawn to- 
gether at the waist line, but immediately 
sloped, though very slowly and slightly, 
open to the bust ,the cut thence to the throat 
being more abrupt, between wide revers;

The Revised Statutes of the State of Illinois 
are somewhat precise on the subject of Coro-

By Chap. 31, Sec. 10 the official in ques- 
tion is directed to summon “six good and 
lawful men of the neighborhood where the 
body is found or lymg.”’ 

By Sec. 11 he is empowered to summon 
others from the bystanders to make up the 
jury if “a sufficient number of jurors so sum- 
moned (i. e., in accordance with Sec. 10) do 
not attend.“ 

Little do the Revised Statutes trouble 
Thomas Jefferson McNally, Deputy Coroner 
and Morguekeeper. A search of the office 
records discloses an interpretation of the 
statutes liberal in the extreme. Six stock or 
„pocket jurymen officiate at the County 
Morgue. The “neighborhood” of the morgue 
isan elastic term, as these jurymen come 
from all parts of town. Two of them, T. F. 
Gerrity and Edward McAllister, commenced 
their business partnership with Deputy Me- 
Nally before January, 1894. From that date 
down they have beea steady members of the 
firm. The names of the six are: 

Thomas F. Gerity, Edward McAllister, 
William H. Daly, Edward J. Cody, 
ames Daly, George W. Bond. 
They Have a Good Thing.“ 

A search of the records shows they make 
on an average some $40 a month each from 
the county. Their duties are simple; just sit 
at the morgue, play cards or checkers, and 
chew. Some days business booms, others are 
slack, June 26 the worthy six made $6 
apiece. Three dollar days are common as 
flies in summer. In June they made $39 
each. July they did better and ran up to 
$41. They have made $16 up to date this 
month.

Whenever an inquest was in sight 
not one of them took a day off. Each record 
runs regularly:

and Philip Henrici in Place of Messrs, 


Cooper and Weber, Whose Nomination 
the Senate Failed to Confirm=—Sketches 

dot the Nominees—Trustees of the New

by the Executive of the State. ‘ 


Egbert Jamieson and Philip Henrici were 
yesterday appointed by the Governor mem- 
bers of the Lin2zoln Park Board, in the place 
of Messrs. Cooper and Weber, whom the Sen- 


ate refused to confirm. 

Egbert Jamieson is general counsel for the 
West and North Chicago Street railway com- 
panies, which position he has held since 1890. 
Mr. Jamieson came to Chicago in 1864 and 
began the study of law in the office of E. S. 
Smith. In 1868 he was admitted to the bar 
and shortly afterwards organized a firm which 
comprised himself, James H, Knowlton, and 
Frank Scales. He was engaged im the litiga- 
tion arising from the Colvin-Hoyne Mayoralty 
trouble, and in 1873 was made City Attorney. 
He was prominent in the controversy which 
attended the question of adoption of the new 
city charter at that time. In 1886 he was 
elected Judge of the * Court and re- 
signed in 1890 to take hie present position with 
the street car com panie- . Mr. Jamieson learned 
the printer’s trade 1n the office of the Racine 
County Democrat of Wisconsin before com- 
ing to Chicago, and a little later held a posi- 
tion as editorial writeron the Milwaukee 
Daily News. He is a Democrat. 

Philip Henrici is a member of the Ger- 
mania club and an active turner. As a Ger- 
man and a restaurateur he is best known in 
the city. He caine to Chicago from Germany 
in 1864, being 18 years old at that time, and 
his first employment was as a cook in one of 
the hotels. From that he became a restau- 
rantkeeper, making various changes in loca- 
tion until he reached his present one at No, 
110 Randolph street. in politics Mr, Hen- 
rici is inclined to Republicanism, although in 
some issues he is Democratic and in others is 
more of a Populist than anytuing else. The 
Municipal Gas League, which sought to have 
a bill passed by the General Assembly au- 
thorizing cities and towns to purchase, build, 
and operate their own gas piants, occupied 
his attention. He is married and lives with 
his family at No. 48 Lincoln avenue, 

Gov. Altgeld also appointed W. Selden Gale 
of Galesburg, John R. Eien of Sullivan, and 
Thomas S. Silvas of Rock Island as the Trust- 
ees of the new Western Insane Hospital estab- 
lished by the last Legislature to be located in 
the western part of the State.

from the sounding of the alarm. The number ot 


streams was increased to twenty-two and then to 
thirty-one, all powerful and efficient in volume 
and pressure. 

In addition to the fire brigade there is an elab- 
orate system of watchmen’s service, with constant 
records and attendance, and an equipment of all 
the buildings with automatic sprinklers. After 
the fire brigade exhibition was over the sprinklers 
in an unoccupied building were operated as near 
as possible to the conditions under which they 
would be called into service by an actual fire. In 
addition to the protection afforded by the sprink- 
lers themselves they are arranged to send in an 
automatic alarm to the Central Fire Station. 

The entire equipment is further protected by the 
pumping station being located at a safe position on 
the river bank where it ¢annot be damaged by fire 
in any of the buildings; and the station itself is 
protected inside and out by a special sprinkler 
equipment and by fire shutters. It is estimated 
the thirty-one fire streams.and the open sprinklers 
on the pump house require about 6,500 gallons of 
water a minute, which was furnished by its own 
pumping system. Taken all together, it was the 
general opinion of all who witnessed the exhibi- 
tion that the system of fire protection is one of the 
most complete in existence for a manufacturing 
property. In addition to the private fire apparatus 
there is scattered about the yard a number of cis- 
terns and wells from which the suction of the reg- 
ular city fire steamers can take a supply of water 
without drawing upon the private equipment. 
These wells are conspicuously marked and allow 
the Fire Department to operate independently of 
the private apparatus. There is also a special 
city fire alarm box at the pumping station to sum- 
mon the city Fire Department.

A bill was passed by the French Chamber of 
Deputies known as the bourgeotse bill, which it 
is claimed confers upon the State the monopoly 
of fire insurance. Eleven members of the Chamber 
were appointed as members of a committee to ex- 
amine and report upon the import of this bill. 
The report has just been completed and eight of 
the eleven are absolutely adverse to the measure 
and three are favorable to it. The majority re- 
port the ill as unconstitutional, and in ad- 
dition to this it is so loosely drawn that it 
would be impossible to carry out its provisions to 
the letter. Fire offices in Paris and other cities 
of France have been called upon for views in re- 
gard to the measure, Without exception the of- 
ficers of all replied that they are opposed to the 
measure.

Boston, Mass., Aug. 14.—I[ Special. IA good deal 
of interest is manifested in this city over the case 
of Curtis Clark, the broker who had insurance on 
the Purchase street building of Wales & Brown, 
which was damaged by fire a few daysago. There 
were four Lloyds policies on the risk, which was 
not an affidavit one. Now, the law of Massachu- 
setts is very stringent in regard to brokers plac- 
ing insurance in companies not legally admitted 
to do business in the State. 

While the owner of a building may insure it 
where he pleases a broker must have a special li- 
cense for doing business in a foreign unauthorized 
company and then must exhaust the possibilities 
of placing insurance upon a piece of property in 
companies that have been admitted to the State 
and make affidavit to that effect before he may 
place it in an unadmitted company. Each spe- 
cial broker so licensed is required to file a penal 
bond for $2,000 with the State Treasurer condi- 
tioned that he violate no provision of the law with 
reference to the placing of insurance in unau- 
thorized companies and fails in no other respect to 
keep within the special law. 

Another provision is that every agent of a for- 
eign company shall, before transacting busin 
in this commonwealth, file with the State Tre 
urer a bond in the penal sum of $5,000, conditioned 
that such agent shall on or before the 15th of No- 
vember of each ge merce rete lite edge om 


him as such agent during the year ending with the 
Zist day of October next preceding. All books, 
papers, and accounts of his agency must be open 
. the inspection of the Tax Commissioner at any 
time when he may deem it proper to verify the re- 
turns. If an agent refuses to submit his books for 
inspection the penalty is not less than $60 nor more 
than $500 and the cancellation of his authority as 
an agent, which authority may not be renewed for 
one year. 

The conclusion immediately jumped at by many 
was that Mr. Clark placed the Lloyds policies on 
the building, and, as it was not an affidavit one, 
that he violated the law and is liable to the severe 
penalty. Mr. Clark is a prominent and well-to-do 
broker, upwards of 60 years of age, and has always 
had an excellent reputation. 

The matter assumed such a phase that the In- 
surance Commissioner is conducting something of 
an investigation. It appears, however, from all 
that can be learned that Mr. Clark has done noth- 
ing for which the law can touch him. Brown and 
Wales affirm that they placed the Lloyds policies 
themselves, which they had a perfect right to do. 
This frecs him from any imputation, and it is not 
generally believed that anything will be found by 
the Insurance Commissioner that will in any way 
reflect upon the broker.

TITUS BREAKS THE TEN-MILE RECORD 


In His Match with Maddox He Rides the 
: Distance in 20:58 4-5. 

New York, Aug. 14.—[Special.]—The most 
varied and interesting program of cycling 
wents yet presented at Manhattan Beach 
was seen this afternoon at the track by the 
sea. Fred Titus smashed the ten-mile rec- 
ord to smithereens, which was the notable 
achievement of the day. He started out ma 
ten mile match race with Harry Maddox, 
holder of the record of 21:393-5. Titus got 
behind the quad on the start and this so dis- 
couraged Maddox that he dropped back and 
was 4 lap behind before the second mile was 
finished. At the end of the third mile Mad- 
dox dropped out. Titus then turned his at- 
tention to the record, and he fractured it 
every mite after the first. It was originally 
intended to pace the mile with two quads, 
but one of them broke down and two tan- 
dems were pressed into service. The pacing 
was not fast enough for Titus, who, on the 
last mile, cut the pace for the tandem. He 
finished by knocking the record down to 
20:58 4-5, a cut of :404-5. Had there been 
another quad to pace Titus would have done 
much better. It was a great performance 
and aroused the utmost enthusiasm. Other 
features ‘were a half-mile race between 
James J. Corbett and “Harvey” Wheeler. 
Corbett handles a wheel very cleverly and he 
and Wheeler made a good finish, Corbett 
winning by two feet. Bob Fitzsimmons and 
Frank Bosworth sparred three interesting 
rounds and were loudly applauded. A friend 
of Fitzsimmons, who was with him this aft- 
ernoon, said that it would require very little 
provocation from Corbett to bring about a 
settlement of their grudges without going to 
Texas for the big purse. Corbett was here, 
but early in the afternoon he kept himself 
out of sight. With him were several of the 
men who figured in the Philadelphia row. 
Fitzsimmons was accompanied by Charlie 
White only. Notwithstanding all the talk 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons stood together on 
the porch in front of the dressing-room and 
watched the racing. There was no.resump- 
tion of hostilities. The summaries:

It is Gustave Frohman's ambition to estab- 
lish for the Schiller Theater the reputation of 
a distinctly dramatic house. The new lessee 
is not expected here before the opening of 
the regular season, but through Ira J. La 
Motte, the resident manager, who has re- 
cently returned from a conference in New 
York, he meeif in favor of plays as 
against the lighter class of attractions. It is 
not probable, however, that the policy indi- 
cated can be fully realized the coming sea- 
son. But as soon as is consistent with condi- 
tions that connot be improved on short notice 
itis hoped to demonstrate that efforts di- 
rec ted oang a single line will produce results 
which play-goers will know how to appreci- 
ate. It is among the possibilities that the or- 
ganization and maintenance of a stock com- 
pany will be one of the means to the end in 
view, though it is not understood that such 
an undertaking is on the program for the 
present season. It is stated to be Mr. Froh- 
man's intention to experiment with one or 
two productions at the Schiller and this ex- 
periment may be looked for within the next 
six months. The plan for a stock company 
in. Chicago is a departure froin the custom. 
Mr. Frohman does not intend to engage 
actors with the understanding that they are 
to adhere slavishly to one specified line of 
business, but to cast plays for production in 
a manner that will take advantage of the 
actor’s personality as well as his experience.

Sale on Showalter’s Order. 

The sale was made in accordance with an 
order issued by Judge Showalter July 5, 
providing that the property be disposed of at 
public sale. The order has since been bitter- 
ly opposed by the Greenhut people, but the 
matter was finally settled beyond a dovbt by 
Judge Woods’ decision Tuesday at Bay View, 
Mich., in which he overruled the petition 
for an appeal frem Judge Showalter’s order. 
The fight for an appeal was made by the peti- 
tioners under the plea of upholding the rights 
of Olmstead, whose name has figured in the 
litigation since Greenhut had himself appoint- 
ed as receiver for the company last January.’ 
In —— of this phase of the case Judge 
Woods said: 

Olmstead was present in court, either in person 
or by attorney, July 5 when decree was 
granted. It is clear by his own admission that he 
signed the agreement of March giving the com- 
mittee power to act. He presumably knew every- 
thing was bei done. The decree was a 
consent decree. It has been said that the decree 
is illegal, but on its face this is not so. I take 
the view that Olmstead was bound by the agree- 
ment between the stockholders and the commit- 
tee. As to assignees, while they do not enter into 
the decision, it is clear that Oimstead’s interest 
of a few hundreds cannot compare with the pos- 
sible depreciation in value to others owning 
millions if this appeal were granted, The peti 
tion is overruled. 

How the Auction Went. 


A few hours before Judge Woods’ decision 
was given Judge O’Brien of the Supreme 
Court of New York denied the application of 
F. W. Annes and George N. Pynchon for an 
injunction restraining the sale of the whisky 
trust property.

He afterwards transferred them to Mrs. 
Burns’ cottage on West Congress street and 
next to a house on Forest avenue, which he 
rented. The object of the detectives is to 
learn where Holmes remained the 11th and 
12th of October last. When this link in the 
chain is fastened some trace may be discov- 
ered of the boy Howard. It is the opinion of 
the detectives he was murdered in this 
vicinity.
